Bottlers Say Soft 
Drink Sales Drop 


Harrisburg, Aug. 21 (ZP) — Soft 
drink sales losses fell off up to 60 
jx*r cent since enactm ent of P enn­ 
sylvania’s soft drink tax, says the 
Keystone Bottlers association. 
President Emanuel D. Low'enstein, 
Philadelphia, said a recent survey 
showed that 90 per cent of the state’s 
bottlers —- 43ft concerns — suffered 
sales decreases since the 1947 law 
was enacted. 
"Business in these plants is off an 
average of 35 per cent compared 
with pre-tax sales, and in m any in 
stances run as high as 50 and 60 
per cent," he said in a statem ent 
yesterday. 
The tax is one cent on every 12 
ounces or fraction of bottled drinks 
anc! a half cent on each ounce of 
syrup. 
Soft drink bottlers, he explained 
"feel as they have always felt that 
such a tax is com pletely without 
justification and should never have 
been levied."
